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Coroner rules death of 
-3-year-old accidental

(CLEVELAND BUREAU) 
“What we found in the child's 
blood was enough to kill an 
adult person,”’ said Deputy 
Coroner Dr. Elizabeth Bairaj, 
concerning the death of three- 
year-old Anthony Jones. 
Anthony Jones, of East 116th 
St., died after a visit to the den- 
tal office of Dr. Robert M. Gil- 
more, Wednesday, June 12. 

[. Although Anthony died of-a 
lethal overdose of.a sedative, 
the coroner's office ruled his 
death was accidental. “The 
child died as a result of an 
overdose of Chioral Hydrate 
and it was accidental. The 


overdose led to his suffering a 
cardiac arrest,” said Dr. Balraj. 

Chioral Hydrate is normally 
only used as a sedative to calm 
children or older persons, 
when they visit the dentist, 
according to pedodontist, Dr. 
Andrew J. Cari of Vine St. He 
added that one or two doses is 
usually all that is necessary to 
calm a child. 

Anthony's parents said they 
were not surprised by the dep- 
uty coroner's decision. “Evi- 
dently, he didn’t know what he 
was doing,’’ his father, 
Anthony Jones, Sr. said. 

According to Jones, they 


have not heard from Dr. Gil- .

“Although he failed to waken, 

after his dental work was 

completed, according to. Ms. 

Jones, Dr. Gilmore fstructed 

her that it was alright for her to 

take him home. “He said the 
outside air would wake him 
up,” said Ms. Jones. 

Still failing to awaken, after 
three hour's time, Ms. Jones 
became worried and decided 
to call Dr.Gilmore. Since his 
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distance from the Jones home. 
Dr. Glimore arrived shortly 
after she called. Anthony was 
then taken to St. Luke's Hospi- 
tal, where he was pronounced 
dead at 1:09 p.m. 

Along with the Dental 
Board's investigation, Dr. Gil- 
more has also been questi- 
oned by the Cleveland Police, 
but no charges were filed 
against, him. Presently his 
wherebouts are unknown and 
he has not made himself avail- 
able to the press for comment. 

Due to the fact that no one 
has been able to locate Dr.Gil- 
more, the Dental Board has 
issued a subpoena to ensure 
his appearance. Investigators 
say that if any charges are filed 
against the dentist, they will 
most likely be civil charges, 
because no criminal intent was 
found in his actions.

Greensboro Klan trial exposed government collusion

A recent jury ruling against.the 
murders of demonstrators at a 
1979 anti-Klan rally in Greens- 
boro, N.C. reminds us of a similar 
incident in the not-so-distant past: 


the Freedom Rides of 1961. For 
those too young to remember, the 
Freedom Rides were organized by 
the Congress of Racial Equality 
(CORE) to test the ability of Black 

ers to sit wherever they 
chose during Interstate -- and 
therefore federally-protected 


_ travel. 


Thé Freedom Riders were an 
integrated group composed of 
CORE, workers and student acti- 
vists from the Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC). 
When two bus-loads of Freedom 
Riders pulled into the Grayhound 
and Trailways bus stations of Bir- 
mingham, Ala., they were met by a 
white mob which beat them 
severely. One rider was perman- 
ently paralyzed as a result. And 
through it all, no police were pres- 
ent. It was Mother's Day, and when 
reporters asked about the absence

of police during the debacle, Bir- 
mingham police chief “Bull” Con- 
nor explained that all his men were 
busy visiting their mothers. — 
There are parallels here to the 
Greensboro murders. in that case, 
@ group of Klansmen and Nazis 


attacked an anti-Kian demonstra- 
tion in 1979, killing 5 and wound: 
ing 11 others. One demonstrator is 
now permanently paralyzed. As in 

Birmingham, police had been 

ordered to clear the area and it was 

explained later that many were on 

their lunch breaks. Police arrived 

only after the demonstrators had 

been shot. 

Two earlier trials ended without 
convictions against either the 
Klansmen, the Nazis or the police. 
The juries in both previous trials 
were all-white. in the latest civil 
suit, however, the plaintiffs could 
claim a victory. There was, for 
example, a Black person on the 
jury for the first time. But more 
than that, the collusion between 

‘the local police and federal agents 
on the one hand, and the Kian and 
Nazis on the other was clearly 
exposed. = 

During the trial, two Klansmen 
told how an undercover agent of 
the federa! Burdau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco & Firearms had offered to 
train them in the use of explosive 
and had encouraged one Kians- 
man to take a gun to the anti-Klan 
rally. The agent himself said that 
he’d heard a Kiansman say, two 
days before the rally, that the pipe 
bombs the man had made “would 
work good thrown into a crowd of 
niggers.” But the federal agent 
claimed he made no further inquir- 
jes concerning the man’s 
statement. 

The Greensboro police were 
just as culpable. An active Klan 
organizer who was also a police 
informant testified that he was in 


constant touch with the local 
police and, in fact, had called a 
Detective Cooper the morning of 
the rally to tell him the Klan was 
armed and heading for the dem- 
onstration site. He said even he 
was surprised to find no police on 
the scene. 

And so, even worse than Bir- 
mingham during the Freedom 
Rides, Greensboro became a 
scene of bloody terror. 

But this time the families and 
friends of the victims made sure 
that the role which local and fed- 
eral officials played in the murders 
would be exposed. in that respect 
the plaintiffs won, for the jury 
found two police officers, the Kian 
police informer and selected 
Klansmen and Nazis liabie for one 
of the 5 deaths. But the victory is 
not a total one. For no one was 
found liable in the deaths of the 
other 4 demonstrators. In addition, 


the jury rejected the testimony 
which proved collusion between 
the Kiansmen and Nazis on one 
side, and the local and federal 
authorities on the other. 

A spokesperson for the Greens- 
boro Civil Rights Fund, the sup- 
port group in this case, unders- 
cored the duality of the jury’s 
decision by stating, “It's a tre- 
mendous victory that a North 
Carolina jury found against North 
Carolina policemen. However, the 
fact that only certain plaintiffs 
were found for can only be attrib- 
uted to racial or political preju- 
dice.” Yes, some retribution has 
been made, but the stains on the 
hands of both the Greensboro 
police and the federal authorities 
wil not be wiped away so easily.

NEW YORK--Five historically Black institutions have been 
designated charter recipients of Chemical Bank Higher Edu- 
cation Grants, Walter V. Shipley, Chairman of Chemical, the 
nation’s sixth-largest bank has announced. 

The schools are Morehouse College, Paine College and 
Spelman College, all in Georgia, Tuskegee Institute in Ala- 
bama and Wilberforce University in Ohio.

An Ohio State University 
doctoral. candidate has been 
awarded the Woodrow Wilson 
Research Grant in Women's 
Studies. 

Stephanie J. Shaw, a doc- 
toral candidate in history, was 
selected from among 200 
applicants in a national compe- 
tition. Her dissertation “Black 
Women in White Collars: A 
Social History of Lower-Level 
Professional Black Women 
‘Workers, 1870-1955," will 
focus on women who worked 
as social workers, teachers, 
librarians, and nurses. 

Shaw said her research 
shows Black middle class 
women were very conscious of 
racial issues. “There has been 
a prevailing notion that Black 
middie class women weren't 
concerned with these issues. 


‘This was not true with these 


women. Most of them worked 
in an attempt to eliminate racial 
discrimination and to raise the 
consciousness of both Blacks 
and whites in regard to those 
problems,” she said. 

Shaw received her master's 
degree in urban history from 
Ohio State in 1979. She is cur- 
rently an eesistant professor at 
illinois State University.
